The costume of the Lapps has not al- 


tered very much for the last thousand 
years. Their .summer garment is usually 
of coarse woolen goods, and has some- 
thing thc cut of a shirt with a high col- 
lar. 
Among the sea Lapps it is for the 


most part undycd; among thc other 
Lapps usually blue, sometimes green or 
brown, and even black smock-frocks 
have been seen. 


Around the wristbands, along thc seam 


in back, and on thc edges this smock 
is ornamented with strips of red and yel 
low cloth. 
Under this garment is a 


similar one, either plainer or older, worn 
next the body, for the Lapp never wears 
linen underclothing. 


The trouseis are of white woolen goods 


rather narrow and reaching to the ankles, 
where they are tied inside the shoes 
with long, slender shoe strings. 
Over 


these are usuallyworn leggins of thin, 
tanned skins, reaching from the ankles 
to the knees. 


Stockings the Lapp never wears. 
He 


fills the upward curving of hi* shoes 
with a sort of grass, which is gathered 
in summer and beaten to make it soft 
and pliable. 
The winter costume only 


differs from that worn in summer in that 
every piece is made of reindeer skin with 
the hair on. 


The dress of the women differs very 


slightly from that worn by thc men. 
The smock is somewhat longer and is 
made without the high, standing collar, 
instead of which a kerchief or cape is 
woru about the neck. 


To the woven and often (silver orna- 


mented girdly hang a knife, scissors, 
key and needle and thread. 
The head- 


covering is not only dilTcreut in the two 
sexes, but also diitcrs according to the 
locality.—| Dcmorcst's Magazine.

taker. To supply the deficiency the 
local importers have given lan;c orders 
for German kraut, which, happily, has 
no duty to pay. It conies iu GO-gallon 
wine casks, aud to each gallon there is 
about eight pounds—ISO^pounds in to- 
tal, and which costs, wholesale, from .$10 
to $13, according to quality. For sauer- 
kraut, though the same to many palates, 
has great variety of grade. The import- 
ed goods, however, arc neither better 
nor worse, ou the whole. 


Thc process of manufacturing is not 


complex. 
Thc cabbage is simply hauled 


in crates and dumped into a chute, a 
boy carries it to a man at thc end of a 
bench; he with a short knife dexterously 
scoops out thc core and with his left 
hand shoves the cabbage to his neighbor, 
who strips off a couple of the outside 
leaves and shoves it on.

In accordance 
with this plan debates were arranged at 
forty-one fairs. Tho Ueform Club was 
represented in those debates by tariff re- 
formers of national reputation, like Hon. 
Win. M. Springer of Illinois, Hon. W.- 
I). Bynum of Indiana, Hon. Win. L. 
Wilson of West Virginia, and lion. John 
E. Russell of Mass-acusetts. 


The effects of this work were seen at 


tho election ou Xov. 4. In tho twenty 
Congressional districts north of Xew 
Y'ork City, in which this work was done, 
the Democrats made a gam of seven 
Congressmen.

If, however, our neckties have any rub- 
ber mixed with the cotton wo must pay 
50 cents a pound in addition to the 50 
per cent ad valoiem. Many neckties aro 


it ' made of wool. On these we paid, under 


the old law, 33 cent-, per pcnuid and -40 
per cent, ad valorem; thc McKinley duty 
is 49M cents per pound and fio per cent, 
—an Increase of ssjf i^r cent, on the 
weight duty and ;,o per cent, on the ad 
valorem duty. 
If we are moro stylish, 


however, and wear silk neckties, Mc- 
Kinley deal* mor.' gently with us. The 
old duty on these was ;>6 per cent., and 


then, to compensate thi» thr< ail men, he 
raided the duty on their product as 
above shown. 


The lij«h duty on cotton thread ami 


the increased duty on linen thread ought 
t'> mako the manufacturers able to keep 
their labor happy and contented; since 
it is alwajs in behalf of labor that pro- 
tection is pivtemicd to be fdmi.

that the greatest number of these ad- 
vertisements are, at the best, swindles, 
and inserted wilii oven a darker inten- 
tion than fraud—the deliberate inten- 
tion to perpetrate murders that are 
easily accomplished and difficult to de- 
tect. Says the St. Louis Republic. 
Scores of young men leave England 
every year, well equipped aud with con- 
siberable sums of money in their pos- 
session in the company of persons who, 
for aught they know, may be desperate 
adventures. The name of ''Wisconsin 
Joe" is not unknown to the police in 
some of our English cities, where he 
for along time plied his trade of virtual 
kidnapping. Joe's cattle ranch was al- 
ways in Wisconsin, "although that is 
said to be not a cattle-raising State. To 
the credit of Joe, be it said, he is be- 
lieved to have stopped short of murder. 
He was content with luring his victims 
into the pineries and there striping 
them, at the point of a revolver, of 
everything they had, even undercloth- 
ing, if it happened to be of a superior 
quality, aud turning them loose. The 
unfortunates made their way to the 
nearest settlements or logging camps, 
and were generally glad to keep their 
misadventures from their friends at 
homo. 
"Wisconsin Joe" made a mis- 


take, however, when ho undertook to 
rob Edward Ifilleary Smyth, son of the 
Itev. Thomas Kyle Smyth of Teighu- 
niouth, Devon, 
The youthful Smyth 


went to Wisconsin with Joe to learn 
how to run a cattle ranch. He told his 
story to tho writer iu his own fashion a 
few days ago, as follows:

Men in England ami America. 


It is now pretty well established that 


the American horse is as good as auy of 
his kindred iu the world, as is proved 
not only by the race-course, but by tho 
wonderful cavalry marches in which the 
sorest part of the contest came upon the 
mounts of the soldiery. 
Our ordinary 


field sports have, except lacrosse, been 
deiived fiom England. Even base ball, 
which appears as a distinctively Amer- 
ican game, is but a modification of au 
English form of sport, which is really of 
great antiquity. The Held sports which 
we may compare in England 
and 


America are the games of ball, in which 
base ball, because of our customes, 
must take the place of cricket and foot- 
ball, which is identical in the 
two 


countries; rille shooting, rowing, and 
the ordinal y group of athletic sports in 
which single contestants take part. 
We may add to this the amusement of 
sailing, therein, however, the quality 
of the structure as well as the nerve and 
skill iu management play an important 
part. 


It is now clear, however, that in them 


all the American is not a bit behind its 
transatlantic cousins. 
Tho most of the 


people have the same spontaneous in- 
terest iu sports as their forefathers, and 
they pursue them with equal success. 
It is unnecssary to do so, but we might 
fairly rest the conclusion as to the un- 
decayed physical vigor of our popula- 
tion on that spontaneous 
activity of 


mind without which games are impossi- 
ble. 
Among its many beneficent deeds 


the United States Sanitary Commission 
did a remarkable service to anthro- 
pology by measuring, in as careful a 
manner as the condition of our knowl- 
edge at the time permitted, about 250,- 
OOU soldiers of tho Federal army. 


The records of these measurements 


are contained in the admirable work of 
Dr. B. A. Gould, a 
distinguished 


astronomer, who collated the observa- 
tions and presented them iu a great 


_ volume. 
Similar measurements exist 


which present us with the physical 
status of something like an equally 
large number of European soldiers, 
particularly those of the British army. 
From Dr. Gould's careful discussion of 
these statistics, it appears that the 
American man is on the whole quite as 
well developed as those who iill the 
ranks of European armies.

About 
a year later I noticed au invitation in 
familiar language for a young man to 
l^arn life on a cattle ranch in a West- 
ern State. The premium was put at 
£500, the same amount that I had paid. 
I answered, of course, under another 
name, and, to shorten the story, I had 
the pleasure of collaring 'Wisc«isin 
Joe' at a hotel coffee-room in London. 
He pleaded earnestly, offering to return 
double my money, but I turned him 
over to the police. 
FortuuateJv for roe 


he proved fo bo wanted for a little by- 
play in the way of forgery, with which 
he had amused his waiting hours in 
London; so ho was sentenced to peual 
servitude without necessitating a public 
appearance ou tny part." 


Mr. Smyth was perhaps more fortu-

Making Sauerkraut. 


On the opening of tho season this year 


it wns seen that a shortage of tho cab- 
bage crop would ensue. 
The crop, 


which comes chiefly from Michigan nnd 
Illinois, was almost a failure. 
The sev- 


enteen kraut factories in this city started 
up n.s usual and have turned out from 2, 000 
to 25,000 packages each, which is as a 
kernel to a cargo toward supplying tlie 
immense territory St. Louis provides 
kraut for, of which Texas fs the largest 
taker. To supply the deficiency tho 
Vocal importers nave given Inrgc orders 
for Gorman kraut, which, happily, has 
no duty to pay. It comes in UO-gallon 
wine casks, and to each gallon there is 
about eight pounds — (80 pounds in to- 
tal, and which costs, wholesale, from $10 
to $18, according to quality. Por saucr- 
krnut, though the same to mnny palates, 
has great variety of grade. The import- 
ed goods, however, arc neither better 
nor worse, on the whole. 


The process of manufacturing is not 


complex. 
Tho cabbnge is simply hauled 


in crates nnd dumped into n chute, a 
boy curries it. to a man at tho end of a 
bench; he with a short knife dexterously 
scoops out the core and with his left 
hand shoves the cabbage to his neighbor, 
who strips off a couple of tho outside 
leaves and shoves it on. Arrived at the 
end of the trough, the cabbage is 
plunged into a tub of watornud in a few 
minutes is in tho cutting 
machine. 


After being chopped line it is packed in- 
to packages — barrels or kegs — and salted, 
which latter is the only work that re- 
quires skill. ' In fiict, to salt to a nicety 
requires a man of some artistic ability, 
who requires good wages. 
The factory 


usually employs fifteen to twcnty-llvo 
men, with which latter as many as 400 
packages have been turned out in one 
day.— | St. Louis Star-Sayings.

This club was 
organized In January, 1888, for tho pur- 
pose of furthering several Important 
reform?, such as thu Australian ballot 
jlaw and tho reduction or abolition of 
tariff taxation, especially thu Inttc* It 
at oiico attracted to itself a strong mem- 
bership of enthusiastic men In business 
or professional life, who were earnestly 
mprcsscd with tho Idea that onr present 
protective system Is a gross injustice, 
aud that all patriotic citizens ought to 
enlist themselves In the war against It, 
and continue that war till just relations 
aro established 
between producer and 


consumer. 


ID tho Presidential election two years 


ago, the club took an active- part In the 
fight for tariff reform. 
Undaunted by 


the defeat of that, year, tho club deter- 
mined to begin at once the fight for the 
Congressional elections of 1890. 
Tho 


publication of 
tariff-reform literature 


wont on without interruption, and al- 
ready In the fall of 1890 ttio club was 
maturing its ulans for work during tho 
winter und spring of this year. 


A meeting of tiio club has recently 


been hold, at which reports of Its work 
were read. 
Home of tho points in these 


are of interest to the friends of tariff 
reform everywhere, as showing the vigor 
and effectiveness with which tho fight 
was carried on. 


At tho meeting reierrod to, Hon. John 


Do Witt Warner, Congressman-elect from 
the Eleventh New York District, read tho 
report from the General Committee on 
Tariff Reform, of which ho Is Chairman. 
From this report, which includes reports 
of tlio various subordinates, a most in- 
teresting view ot the scopo and tlior- 
onghnc*of the club's work is obtained, 


Ono of tho most Important pieces of 


work donu by the club was n complete 
poll canvass of tlio voters of New York 
Ktato outside tho larger cities. 
In 


this way the n:uncs and addresses of 
GUMW) voters were obtained. Tho lists 
conveyed also some general information 
about each voter, such as his politics, 
his tariff views, his occupation, whether 
a Grand Army man, etc. This last was 
used with excellent effect In distributing 
the farift reform documents which tho 
club publishes and circulates- 
Tariff 


matter was sent to each mau which 
would wo best suited to Ms case. When, 
for example, It was desired to Inform 1 10 
farmer of the State of tho humbug na- 
ture of the McKinlev tax on barley, t 10 
mulling clerks of tho club had but to 
turn to tho poll-lists ami select the farm- 
ers in tlw barley-growing counties of 
tlm State. 


JJut this subcommittee, of which Mr. 


Jawii Hlnman Is chairman, did not con- 
lent itself with tho mcro distribution of 
document!. 'It organized speaking tours 
f|i many of the counties anil Kent out 
speakers In this way to talk tariff to tlie 
farmers and people of tho smnllur coun- 
try villages. An extensive scries of such 
meetings was hi-ld In tho winter and 
spring, and tlieso tours worn resumed hi 
tho fall.

New York tlio committee wns carrying 
on operations In every olhor Stato In tho 
Union, hut, of conrso, giving Its atten- 
tion chiefly to those States which moit 
needed cvaiigclfstlo assistance. Litera- 
ture was sent Into those Stales, agents 
of tho committee woro dispatched to 
pomo of thorn to aid lornl reformers In 
organizing

reform movements 


upon tho linos adopted by the commit- 
tee, and during the campaign speakers 
were sont to nolnts where help was most 
needed In UuMlglit for Congressmen. 


Under tlm ansplees of tlm club poll 


canvasses wore made In tho wholu of 
Iowa and Connecticut, and In parts of 
Washington, Maryland, South Dakota, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, whllo In a 
number of other States one or more 
Congressional districts woro canvassed 
In tlio same way. Thu lists thus col- 
lected woro usrd by the club In tho dis- 
tribution of literature. Mnny of tho 
club's documents wero also supplied to 
the campaign committees of tho vari- 
ous States, the State Central Committee 
of Wisconsin albno clrcn luting 850,000 
of them. 


One district In tho West was selected. 


In which to make special nffnrta. 
This 


was tlm district In Illinois now repre- 
sented fcy Mr. 1'owell. Uoro a special 
canvass wus made at the expense- of tho 
Ucform Club. Tho district was sup- 
posed to lio hopelessly against tariff 
reform. 
It was covered, howavor, 


and a few weeks before the elec- 
tion a,- complete canvass was handed to 
Mr. Scott, the tariff reform candidate, 
with data showing him that ho would be 
e cetod— as ho waa by a good majority — 
though neither ho nor his opponent 
could uollovo It until sonic days after tho 
election ,

Scores of yonog mou leave England 
every year, well equipped and with cou- 
Biberaule sums of money iu their pos- 
session in the company of persons who, 
for anght they know, may be desperate 
advoiitur.es. The name of "Wisconsin 
Joe" is not unknown to tho ftolice in 
some of onr English citiea, where he 
for a long time plied his Irnilo of virtual 
kidnniipiuR. Joe's cuttle ranch waa al- 
ways in Wisconsin, 'although that is 
said to be iiut a cattle-raising State. To 
the credit of Joe, be it said, ho ia be- 
lieved to Lave stopped short of murder, 
He wav content with luring; his victims 
into the pineries aud there striping 
them, at the }>oint of a revolver, of 
everything they bud, eveu uudorclolh- 
ing, if it happened to be of a superior 
quality, aud turning them loose. The 
unfortunates made their way to tho 
nearest settlements or logging camps, 
and were generally glad to keep their 
misadventures from their friends at 
homo. "Wisconsin Joe" made a mis- 
take, however, wlnm ho undertook to 
rob E-Jwurd Hilleary Smyth, son of tho 
Rev. Thomas Kyle Siuvtli of Teighn- 
mouth, Devon. Tho youthful Smyth 
went to Wisconsin with Joo to learn 
how to ran a cattle ranch. He told his 
story to tho writer iu his own fashion a 
few days ago, ns follows:

showing ho had calculated weeks before 
just where he would rob tne. Then, 
turning mo in tho direction from the 
station, bu Raid; 


"Now got, aa quick as yon c«n, and il 


yon dare to trim whilo I havo you in 
sight you'll get a bullet iu your head," 


"It was a long time before I duo to 


turn around, as 1 did not.know whether 
he was following or uot 
Aftorwandor- 


icg about, half famished, for & day and 
a half, I got to acampofwoodcboppors. 
Tbey took me. for what I suppose I 
B«emed to bo, a crazy tramp. But thov 
gave mo something to eat und a chance 
to work. I worked away, but all tho 
time I kept thinking of the fellow that 
had robbed me. I learned to bo expert 
with tho ax, and when tho logging 
season was over I had enough money 
coming to mo to buy me some respecta- 
ble clothing and enable me to send 
word to Milwaukee to my friends in 
England. Then I soon had help and 
got back to England. 


"After that I kept a good lookout for 


advertisements like that which had 
tempted mo to America, although I did 
not care to be laughed at by giving mv 
own experience to tho public. 
About 


a year later I noticed an invitation in 
familiar langnage for a young man to 
l«arn life on a cattle ranch in a West- 
ern State. The premium was pat at 
£500, tho same amount that I bad paid. 
I answered, of course, under another 
name, and, to shorten the etory, I had 
the pleasure of collaring 'Wisccusm 
Joe* at n hotel cofleu-room in 
London. 


He pleaded earnestly, offering to return 
double my money, but I turned him 
over to tho police. Fortunately for me 
ho proved io bo wanted for a "ittle by- 
play in the way of forgery, with which 
be had amused hia waiting hours in 
London; so ho waa sentenced to penal 
servitude without necessitating a public 
appearance 011 my part" 


Mr. Smyth was perhaps moro fortu- 


nate with Wisconsin Joo than several 
other Englishmen of good family that 
answered "that scoundrel's advertise- 
ments, and have not since been heard 
of. 
Though there is no reason to be- 


lieve that Wisconsin Joe, alias Torter, 
alias Everett, ever imbued his hands in 
tho blood of his victims, tho treatment 
of Mr. Smyth suggests thnt nomc of 
thorn may have perished from want and 
exposure. 
Others, again may have 


been ashamed to send an account of how 
thoy had been duped and plundered. 
Tho British Consul at Guatemala, in 
Central America, recently received an 
application from a poor follow working 
on a Central American Railway. He 
proved to bo tlio son of a gentleman 
farmer in Suffolk andadnpo of the 
premium business, 
ITis parents woro 


communicated with and tho young man 
returned to his homo.

to answer any moro advertisements for

It is now pretty well established that 


the American hone is as good as any ot 
his kindred iu the world, as ia proved 
not only by the race-course, bat by tho 
wonderful cavalry marches in which the 
sorest part of tho contest came npon the 
mounts of the soldiery. 
Our ordinary 


field uporta have, except lacroroe, been 
derived from England. Even base ball, 
which appears as a distinctively Amer- 
ican game, is but a modification, of »Q 
English form of sport, which is really of 
great antiquity. The field uparfet which 
we may compare iu England 
and 


America are tho games of ball, in which 
base ball, because of our customes, 
must take the place of cricket and foot-

It is unnecessary to do so, but we migut 
fairly rest the conclusion as to the nn- 
decayed physical vigor of our papula- 
tion on that spontaneous activity of 
mind without which games are impossi- 
ble.

the United States Sanitary Commission 
did a remarkable service, to anthro- 
pology by measuring, iu as careful a 
manner as tho condition of our knowl- 
edge .at the time permitted, about 250,- 
OUU soldiers of the Federal army.

John Dawson, of Terra Haute, Ind., 


recently celebrated his one hundred 
uud first birthday, and on thai ovi>utfiil 
occasion he was called upon by u largo 
number of his friend*, who offered 
their cougrutulatiotie. Mr. Dnwaoti was 
born in Stafford Conntv, Virginia, Nov. 
ID, 1789, eight years after New York 
•was evacuated by the liritish. 


Voting Dawson was 10 years old when 


George Washington died and the uni- 
versal sorrow reached his modest rural 
homo in Virginia. A number of Wash- 
ington's relatives also lived in Stafford 
County. Virginia,- and John Dawson 
was personally acquainted with them. 
His farther was a farmer and owned a 
farm about ten miles from Dunfries ou 
the Potomac River. 
When John was 


about 17 years of age, during the fall of 
1800 his parents decided to remove to 
Kentucky. This trip of about seven 
hundred miles was no slight undertak- 
ing iu those hazardous days, and it 
formed ene of the leading .eventa in 
Mr. Dawson'slife. The trip consumed 
liftydavs. The Dawson family settled 
in Nelson County, Kentucky, where, at 
the age of 20. John was married to Miss 
Sarah Robinson, who only lived a few 
years after the marriage, leaving two 
children. 


In the fall of the same year, 1812, the 


second war with England broke out, 
and John 
joined 
the Seventeenth 


Kentucky Volunteers, serving through 
that 
war 
under Gen. William 


Henry Harrison. He was in the cam- 


paign from Kentucky to Canada. Be* 
turning from the war in 1*15, John went 
to work at his trade, that of coonering, 
in Nelson county, Ky. A few yean 
later he was married to Lucetta Bride- 
woll and then moved to Indiana, settling 
in Lawrence conftty, in 1817, only two 
years after the Indians hod evacuated 
that part of the State, then in its in- 
fancy. At this period he fitted himself 
for the position of a school-teacher.

Tears he taught school in perhaps a 
lalf do/en different counties in th» 
State, a large number of men who later 
come into prominence in commercial 
and political 'circles receivjrg front 
John Dawson their rudimeutci vdaca- 
ion.
